by Judge Jenkins, the subsequent pro­ 
ceedings under them and the institu­ 
tion of congressional investigation, 
the report says: 
“ It appears by tile 
testimony taken by the subcommittee 
of the house judiciary committee th at 
the 
employes 
understood the in­ 
junctions 
to 
prevent 
them from 
leaving the service 
of 
the 
rail­ 
road 
in 
any 
m anner 
w ith­ 
out the consent of the receivers. 
A 
motion was made before Judge Jenkins 
to modify the term s of his orders, and 
in an opinion filed, which is published 
with the testimony in this case, he dis­ 
claims any intention by his injunction 
to prevent any of the employes from 
quitting the service of the company in 
a peaceable, decent or reasonable way. 
In his opinion he says: 
“ ’No one will dispute the general 
proposition of the right of any one to 
choose his employer and determine 
the time and conditions of service or 
his rig h t to abandon such service 
peaceably and decently.* 
“An appeal to the Court of Appeals 
of th at district from these injunctions 
granted 
by 
Judge 
Jenkins was 
tak en, 
where 
the same is 
pending, 
w ith the expectation 
decision w ithin the near future, 
committee 
has 
reported 
a t 
length, taking issue with Ju ig e Jen­ 
kins solely upon the law of the case, 
and holding th at he committed grave 
legal errors and was guilty of an abuse 
of legal process, and has subm itted a 
resolution for adoption by the house

by legal process. 
As the minority 
members do not represent the govern­ 
ing power of the house, they do not 
feel called upon to indulge in any 
affirmative proposition in relation to 
th e subject m atter of the report. 
Their recommendations would have 
no power and therefore it is not worth 
while to make them. 
The labor ques­ 
tion in its relation w ith railroads is 
one full of complications, because of 
the public interest which intervenes.” 
The report concludes as follows: 
“So much for the legislation origi­ 
nally proposed. 
As for the resolution 
proposed later, we do not see how it 
could be justified. 
Were it demanded 
th a t we should vote condemnation of 
any 
proposition 
th at 
involun­ 
tary servitude should be established 
by any interpretation of law all sensible 
men would be agreed, but to propose 
that a judge who, as ihe majority de­ 
clares, had no ’corrupt intent,' and 
‘who sincerely believes’ in his conclu­ 
sions, shall, w ithout impeachment, be 
censured by the legislative branches 
of the governm ent is to confound all 
distinctions between the legislative 
and the judicial powers, and create a 
side tribunal of appeal where justice 
would be for sale to the suitor who 
could poll the largest vote.”

in payments through clearing houses 
is but 24.2 per cent for the first week- 
of June, 27.2 a t New York, but only* 
19.4 elsewhere. 
The decrease in com­ 
parison with 1892 is about 30 per cent. 
Railroad tonnage is larger than a y ear 
ago in live stock and moderate in 
cereals, b u t considerably sm aller in 
coal and iron products and in other 
m anufactured goods west bound. 
Speculation in products has turned 
toward higher prices, and wheat has 
risen 5 cents w ith an official state re­ 
port of injury in Kansas, which iN 
high flavored enough even for Fann­ 
er's alliances. 
The actual receipts a t 
western ports have been 2,348,391 
last year, and the Atlantic exports 
only 914,398 bushels against 2,253,-

The New Library B uilding a t W ashington 
th e L argest K n o w n o f Its R i n d . 
In round numbers the national li­ 
brary of the United States contains 
700,000 bound volumes and 200,0OO 
pamphlets, all of which at present 
are crowded into a room in the capi­ 
tol — a room which was full fifteen 
years ago, according to Kato Field’s 
Washington. 
Yet the accumulation 
has gone on until there is barely 
room to walk about in the library 
itself, while a dozen rooms elsewhere 
in the building are filled to overflow. 
With the need in plain sight it took 
congress several years to make up 
its mind to erect a library building, 
but finally in April 18S6, it decided 
to do it. 
A site was chosen on Cap­ 
itol hill directly east of the capitol 
itself, and $550,000 was appropriated 
for its purchase. 
Forty or fifty 
buildings had to he removed before 
excavation could be made for the 
foundation. 
It took 2,700 feet of 
fencing twelve feet high to enclose 
the ground, and it was nearly four 
years after the fence was built before 
any part of the building was visible 
over its top. 
There is a great deal 
of the library—470 feet long by 340 
feet wide. 
It covers 111,000 square 
feet of ground and will be 140 feet 
in height from the ground to the top 
of the dome when finished. 
That is, 
next to the capitol, it will bo the 
largest edifice in Washington and 
the largest library building in the 
world. 
When congress did decide to do 
the work it was pleased to have it 
done well. 
The utmost care was 
used in securing a firm foundation, 
and the best of material has been 
put into the superstructure. 
All the 
material is of home manufacture ex­ 
cept the 
white 
enameled brick. 
When the contract was made in 1888 
no enameled brick was made in this 
wintry—certainly not in sufficient 
lantities. 
Several states are rep­ 
resented in the construction of the 
library building. 
New Hampshire 
and Maryland furnish the granite; 
the structural iron work came from 
innsylvania, New Jersey und Indi­ 
ana, the ordinary brick are made 
ithin the District of Columbia, and 
the floort-iling comes from Massa- 
msetts and Vermont

HE W A S A BORN PATRIOT A N D 
LIVED A S ONE. 


When the 
Slave 
Question 
Threatened 
the Destiny of the Nation He Was for 


Freedom and Was Promptly Pronounced 
a Howler and Crank. 


TH E BLIZZARD. 


EW READERS OF 
the newspapers can 
have failed to note 
the unusual accent 
of sincerity in the 
expressions of re­ 
gret that were pub­ 
lished when John 
Jay died, within a 
fortnight of com­ 
pleting 
his 
77th 
year. 
Expressions 
of this kind concerning a citizen so 
distinguished by his descent and by 
his long and active participation in 
public aff ails were to be expected as a 
matter of course, which is as much as 
to 
say ’that they were expected 
to 
be 
perfunctory. 
But 
when 
they proceeded 
from 
writers 
who had known Mr. Jay they were 
not perfunctory, but were the state­ 
ments of the charm which he exer­ 
cised on all those who enjoyed his ac­ 
quaintance. 
Mr. Jay might have passed through 
life without taking part in its activi­ 
ties. 
An ample fortune and the best 
place in American society were se­ 
cure t to him from his birth. 
He was 
a scion of one of the most distinguished 
of the colonial and revolutionary fam­ 
ilies of New York, and the grandson 
of that John Jay, first chief-justice of 
the Supreme 
court of the United 
States, of whom Daniel Webster said, 
in a 
famous 
speech, that 
when 
the ermine fell upon John Jay it 
touched nothing that was not as spot­ 
less as itself. 
His birth, his wealth 
and his tastes seemed to designate 
him for a life of lettered ease. 
But 
his spirit was too ardent to permit 
sloth. 
Almost as soon as he had at­ 
tained his majority he became an ac­ 
tive anti-slavery man, at a time when 
activity in that cause was taken in re­ 
spectable circles at the north as the 
mark of an unbalanced mind, if not 
as an actual brand of social disrepute, 
and ne never faltered in his attach­ 
ment to the cause, or in his efforts in 
behalf of it, until the victory 
had 
been won. 
Slavery disposed of he 
turned his attention to other causes 
that seemed to him good. 
He was one 
of the earliest and most earnest advo­ 
cates of civil service reform, and was 
appointed by Gov. Cleveland of New 
York a member of the state civil serv­ 
ice commission. 
The only conspicu­ 
ous public office, properly speaking, 
that he ever held was that of minister 
to Austria under Gen. Grant 
He was 
never a politician in the ordinary 
sense of the term, but he was a public 
spirited citizen, who gave 
himself 
heartily and unselfishly to the redress 
of abuses and to the establishment of 
What he deemed right principles. 
Un­ 
til the infirmities of age overtook him 
he was an ardent controversialist upon 
subjects some of which the ordinary 
politicians regard as too burning to be 
safely handled. One of these was 
the relation of church and state. 
That was one of the topics on which 
an, ardent controversialist would be 
apt both to exhibit and to excite ran­ 
corous feelings. 
But there was no 
rancor in John Jay. 
His courtesy dis­ 
armed the hostility his outspokenness 
might have created, and it is not likely 
that his controversies ever made him 
a personal enemy. 
Certainly that 
must have been a rooted hostility that 
could withstand the benignity and

Plants and Animals. 
The reasons why a plant should al­ 
ways be called a plant, and an animal 
an animal, are not always very appar­ 
ent An animal is a conscious being. I 
mean that it knows how to discriminate 
between this and that, reasons about 
what is good for it, rejects what expe­ 
rience has informed it is not good for it 
and has special senses. It is a conscious 
being—indeed reasons, discriminates. 
Here is a great gulf between the ani­ 
mal and the plant! Most of us are ready 
to acknowledge such simple truths, and 
we are all wrong, for tho differences 
when sifted are only those of a greater 
and lesser degree. 
Some plants like 
shade; some like light. Why? Well, why 
do we under some circumstances prefer 
dark and under others light? When wo 
are healthy, we can digest meat and re­ 
ject with good reason a meal of sticks 
and stones. A carnivorous plant receives 
and digests a proportionate meat meal, 
but feed it with pebbles and bits of stick, 
and it refuses to receive such dainties. 
We bend beneath a blow, we protect 
ourselves from further injuries that we 
judge may follow—so do the sensitive 
plants. 
With tho aid of a specialist in this 
class of work I am trying to demonstrate 
tho presence of nervous tissue in plants. 
So far we have not been successful, but 
the circumstantial evidence is so strong 
thr.j we may feel quite certain that bet­ 
ter methods of demonstration will give 
ocular evidence of what we seek. The 
proofs of the struggle for existence in 
both animal and plant life haye been 
prettily told by Taylor.—Gentleman’s 
Magazine.

Mr. Hayward said that we must be 
careful in dealing with Elizabethan 
slang not to judge it entirely by present 
day standards. Much of it is now recog­ 
nized English, while much of our mod­ 
ern slang was gocxl Elizabethan English. 
Tho word “slang” is of comparatively 
modern origin. The older word, which 
“slang” to somo extent replaces, is 
“cant,” the name given to the secret 
language of thieves, rogues and vaga­ 
bonds, introduced into England by the 
gypsies in the reign of Henry VIIL Har­ 
rison, in his description of Elizabethan 
England, records that tho first deviser 
of “Canting” cr “Peddler’s French” 
was hanged by the neck. 
Tho “cant” language was a strange 
medley of Hebrew, Latin, Sanskrit, 
Greek, Wallacliian, Spanish, Flemish, 
Dutch, Celtic and bastard Italian. The 
practice of such speech is worldwide. 
We have the French “ argot,” the Span­ 
ish “Germania,” the Italian “gergo,” 
and even the vagabonds among the Hot- 
tc utots have their secret 
language, 
known as “curse cat. ” The first lexicog­ 
rapher to recognize the word “slang” 
in its present sense was Grose, in 1785. 
Thomas Harman, in his “Caveat or 
Warning to Common Cursitors” (1566), 
d(-scribes 23 varieties of rogues and vag 
alands and gives a list of cant words 
ai d their meaning.—Academy.

G O D S 
O F 
M Y T H O L O G Y . 


Fam a was the goddess of gossip. 
Ate was the Greek god of mischief. 
The Naiads were spirits of tho 
ocean. 
The Lemnads 
watched over the 
lakes and ponds of Greece. 
Greek and Roman virgins prayed to 
Fortuna for a good husband. 
Actors and public readers offered 
sacrifice to Momus, the god of laugh­ 
ter. 
Hebe was adored among the Greek 
women, th at their beauty m ight be 
preserved. 
The Penates were gods of the pan­ 
try from a Latin word signifying 
where food is kept. 
The Dryads took care of trees and 
prevented their being cut down until 
their time had come. 
Cupid was recognized as a deity, 
but his worship was always merged in 
th a t of his mother, Venus. 
Roman capitalists and persons de­ 
siring to become such, sacrificed to 
Plutus, the god of wealth. 
The Furies were old maids whose 
countenances were so terrible as to 
transfix with horror every beholder. 
Janus was the god of all gates and 
doors. 
He is always represented with 
two faces because a door looks both 
ways. 
The Romans had a god of bounda­ 
ries, Terminus. 
His statue was a post 
set in the ground to m ark the lim its 
of fields. 
The principal wind 
deities were 
Boreas the north wind; Zephrus the 
west, Austur the south, and Gurus, 
the east wind. 
Vesta was the goddess of life and of 
home; her altar stood on every hearth­ 
stone, her fire burned on the floor of 
every public building. 
Young girls in Greece and Italy 
worshiped Diana until they were of 
age, when they dedicated theirjgirdles 
to her by hanging them up in her 
temple or grove, and turned to Aphro­ 
dite. 
lVheh a Greek was in a tig h t place, 
where bodily 
strength 
and 
vigor 
would help him, he prayed to nercu- 
les; when he needed shrewdness, not 
to say roguery, he betook himself to 
Mercury. 
A fter Venus 
had 
answ ered the 
prayers of the young girl and had 
sent her a husband she next wor­ 
shiped Hymen. 
This god was adored 
only on the day of the m arriage cer­ 
emony, never before nor after. 
Vulcan, the god of ancient black­ 
smiths and m etal workers, was lame 
in consequence of a pretty hard fall 
he had in his early days.
